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REMARKS. 


The schools the past year have been fortunate as to 
teachers, the scholars having made marked progress in all 
the schools but one. 


Before time for opening of the spring term, the re- 
pairs on the Rowentown and Foster school houses can be 
finished, then ali the school houses wlll be in good repair. 

It is very desirable that the interior of a school house 
should be neat and pleasing to the eye, which can be 
achieved by inexpensive adornments placed upon the walls 
to relieve the monotony, which gives the room a cheerful 
appearance. 


Parents should impress upon their children that the 
mutilation and defacement of the school house will be pun- 
ished as it deserves to be. Teachers are guardians of the 
school house and the grounds where they teach, and should 
keep a vigilant oversight of the same with a view of pre- 
serving the property in the best possible condition. 


Children, as a rule, will soon become ambitious to 
make a good name for their school when they see it mani- 
fested by the work of their teacher. 


It is with pleasure that we report an instance of com- 
mendable interest and successful endeavor on the part of 
the Village teachers, Mertie Huckins and Mabel Mc- 
Laughlin. There had been some thirty odd dollars paid 
for repairs in their rooms, yet Miss Huckins wished for two 
sets of slate blackboards, while Miss McLaughlin wished 
for a new recitation settee, as the one in use was in a frail 
condition and offensive to the eye, but it was felt by the 
School Board that no more could be done this year for their 
rooms. 


Nothing daunted, they by a public entertainment, net-

ted funds enough to more than pay the purchase price of 
_the slates and recitation settee, which cost $14.97. 


Nor was this all, Miss Huckins and Miss Annie Brown, 
who was teacher the last terms of the Village primary, 
jointly entertained the people at a Hallowe’en festival by 
which they realized funds with which Miss Huckins sup- 
plied her school with Carpenter’s Geographical Readers, 
and Miss Brown bought needed supplies for her room. 


Of course it is not expected that all can do as they, 
others lacking opportunity, but such an interest deserves a 
record and the commendation of all who have the schools at 
heart for with such teachers, there you will find happy and 
progressive scholars. 


Every manifestation of interest in the schools is grati- 
fying, be it by teachers or parents, but when this is sub- 
stantiated by financial evidence it is doubly welcome as was 
the donation of Mr. H. M. Bowen’s twenty-five dollars.
